GUTRADT at that 
time had already terminated his relationship with BRKHERALD. 
: While at OCS GUTRADT was not particularily close to WKSCARLET=3 
- but WKSCARLET-3 was generally knowledgeable of GUTRADT's back=- 
ground and past BKHERALD activities. GUTRADT has not seen 
WKSCARLET=3 since 1964 after completion of the OCS course and 
doukts seriously that WKSCARLET-3 would rermenber him.
